We etlude to the esten- 
ice robberies cerried on by the slaves of estates, 
and encoursged by those who boy their stolen 
goods. This practice is aa organized system 
on the coast; it prevails perticalar)y op cocoa 
estates; ard has gone well nigb to make them 
utterly useless te their owners. In crop time, 
bosts ere fitted out at Lin Gusyre, for the pur 
pose of visiting all the estaten elong the coast, 
with e view of purchasing ata reduced price, 
tbe cocoa from the staves ; and thus are the lat. 
ter encouraged to plunder, by en assurance of 
always finding purchasers, in these dishooecst 
traders. It ie from this cause, we ventare lo 
sey, that scarcely « cocoa estate pays its ezpen- 
ces, snd yet the remedy to the evil seems to us 
very simple. Ít is mere!ytoinflicte beevy fine 
on all persons who shell buy, oc saal! be found 
with cocos io their possession, withoaot a eerti 
fonte from the owner of the estate, or hie agent, 
of its having beeo duiy sold by their authority. 
Ifsuech a decree were issued, and vigorousiy en 
forced by the officers of government, slaves 
woa!d no longer plunder their masters, in as 
much es they would fiod oo purchasers of their 

e!f.

If in imitution of (hie wise 
end liberal pelicy, oor geternment woeld ene 
ble the owners of estates to borrow muoey on 
mortgage ìn England or elsewhere, it would 
give en impetue oot merely to egricaltare, bat 
vo the general interests of tbe country, aud 
would ensure the goveroment itself a more eer- 
tain end enlarged revenve, io the improrument 
of our domestic indaatry, then it eun ever de 
pend on from other resources: since our imports, 
and consequently oor incoma thereon, must e- 
ver be limited, in se much as our popaletion is 
so ; bot the prodace of our soil is raised foc un 
lissited eonsomptioo, and the whole world is 
our purchasers and consumer.
